A number of those who had 
migrated to Upper Canada were 

the young and the strong and 
frequently marriage between 

former neighbors had. been sol- 
emnized shortly after arrival. 
The Friends had their own spe- 
cial procedure in marriage dur- 
ing which the contracting parties 
after proper announcement, 
made their vows in public meet- 
ing without aid of ordained min- 
ister. Each solemnly promised 
"through Divine assistance to be 
unto her (or him) a loving and 
faithful husband (or wife) until 
it shall please the Lord to sep- 
arate us." These marriages were 
Under the supervision of the 
parent meeting on Yonge Street. 

As only clergymen of the 
Church of England were per- 
mitted to perform a marriage 
ceremony those of other religious 
persuasions had either to wait 
or if outside the prescribed limit 
of 18 miles they had the privil- 
ege of being married by a Jus- 
lice of the Peace. In 1819 there 
were only nine clergymen in 
Upper Canada and Rev. Adam 

Elliot became the first travelling 
Missionary in the Home District. 
The following is a copy of a 
civil marriage certificate issued 
to two of the earlier settlers of 

Sharon: "Whereas 

of East Gwillimbury and 

are desirous of intermarrying 
with each other and there being 

no parson or minister of the 

Church of England living within 
38 miles of them or either of 
them they have applied to me 
for that purpose. Now these are 
to certify that in pursuance of 
the powers granted by an Act of 
His Majesty's reign, I, Elisha 
Beman, one of His Majesty's 
Justices of the Peace have caused 
the previous notice by the sta- 
tute required to be given, have 

this day married the said ; 

and together and they 

are become legally contracted to 
each other in marriage. Elisha 
Beman, Whitchurch, this 6th day 
of October, 1807." 

Though experienced in rough 
frontier life not many, if any, 
of these early Sharon settlers 
had previous definite knowledge 
of the rigors of a Canadian win- 
ter of that time where frost was 
king and the snows lay heavy, 
where through the silent in- 
tenseness of the magnificent soli- 
tude was heard only the roar of 
the wind or the call of the wild. 
Only here and there could be 
seen above the tree tops the thin 
smoke from a settler's cabin, and 
the contact with human life was 
that of the red man as he wend- 
ed his way down the ancient 
trail from Lake Sim coo. 



In the cathedral stillness 'mid 

the woods around Sharon where 

the new settlers watched the 

first spring they had entered into 

a "peace and a deep solemn joy 

that only the finest souls may 
know." Comrades throughout 
the winter had been those 
friendly acrobats, the chickadees, 
and those clownish conversation- 
alists, the blue jays. As the snow 
melted and rivulets rippled in 
loosened joy the sap rose in the 
maple trees where high the wild 
geese piloted without compass 
their northern course. From 
every direction, wafted on every 
breeze, they heard the voice of 
song. The woodpecker drummed 
his courting tattoo and Thoreau's 
Angel of Spring, the blue bird, 
warbled his minor notes. 

That bird of the twilight, the 
whip-poor-will, once was com- 
mon in the Sharon woods, now 

its weird sobbing cry is heard 
only among the northern pines. 
The robins came and sang 
cheerio, song sparrows, from 
here, from there, from every- 
where, flung their arpeggios in 
ecstatic abandon. Across the low 
places redwings flashed and the 
pipe of the hyla was heard. In 
the evening, over the sounds and 
silences, like a benediction, pure 
and serene, rose the hymn of the 
hermit thrush. 

The premiere showing of a 
northern spring to those men and 

women in the Sharon settlement 
was balm in Gilcad. Stinging 
winds changed to warm breezes, 
and as if an artist, early abroad, 
had unrolled a canvas, color 
thickly carpeted the woody plac- 
es, and beauty brooded every- 
where. From lingering patches 
of snow hypaticas peeped and 
drifts of starry bloodroot yield- 
ed to clumps of white and pur- 
ple trtllium: violets, brazen in 
yellow bonnets, their cousins 
shy in blue and white modesty, 
waited with the wild lupin which 
had borrowed its lovely color

Joyously 
through the years they saw the 
clearings turn from the lush 
green of spring to the ripe gold 
of harvest as the seasons swung 
into order, and ever the sinister 

line of trees receded. 

The bouyant optimism of con- 
quest added new strength to 
their sinews. Roads replaced the 

unspeakable trails, swamps were 
drained, bridges spanned the 
streams, cabins were abandoned 
for neat farm houses. A balanc-

Consumers in any 
town or city, anywhere, apprec- 
iate the chain stores because the 
principle of such stores is to save 

wherever possible and to pass 

such savings along to their cust- 
omers. 

Also, Mr. Sinclair's statement 
that chain stores are detrimental 

to local merchants is not correct. 

For one thing, the experience of 

other communities has been that 

chain stores attract more busi- 
ness. In many smaller centres, 
particularly those close to large 
centres, chain stores tend to keep 
local trade at home and also to 
attract shoppers from the sur- 
rounding countryside who would 
otherwise do their buying in big 
cities or by mail order catalogue. 

In Toronto, often described as 
a collection of small towns, it is 
the chain stores who have been 
largely responsible for building 
up the scores of prosperous shop- 
ping districts. In many cases, 
chain stores hove been the pion- 
eers in these districts. 

The contribution of the chain 
stores to the Canadian merchand- 
ising field has been very import- 
ant. Most independent store- 
keepers will agree that the chains 

have helped them by showing 
them how distribution costs can 
be reduced. Most independent 
merchants will agree that a local 
storekeeper who takes the 
trouble* to be efficient has nothing 
to fear from chain store compet- 
ition. 

In smaller centres where there 
is only one main business dis- 
trict, chain and independent 
stores prosper side by side in 
friendly competition. 

It seems to me that the usual- 
ly "well worth reading" Mr. Sin- 
clair is off the beam this time.

PUBLIC DISCUSSION INVITED 

The situation arising from the last meeting of coun- 
cil, when a petition was presented in opposition to the 
installation of meters, poses some interesting questions. 
At its meeting on June 18th council decided by a vote 
of five to three to install meters. Had the mayor left 

his chair to vote there would have been a majority of 

six to three in favor of meters. A very substantial 

majority one would think. 

Immediately the decision to install meters became 

known an opposing petition was set i" motion. Th.s 
petition was presented by Mr. James Wilson to council 

on July 3, and the basis of it appeared to be that meters 

on Main street would prove a hindrance to business. 
Some, it appears, signed the petition for no better 
reason than that "they did not like meters. 

The affirmative petition for meters was. based chiet- 
ly in the belief held by many merchants that the absence 
of meters was a hindrance to business. The hindrance 
to business arose from neglect of the parking regula- 
tions on Main street, which regulation limits such park- 
ing to no more than one hour. But some merchants 
themselves were guilty of parking violations, for which 
there was no reasonable excuse. 

If we understand the attitudes of Mayor Bell and 
Councillor Fielding aright, their consistent advocacy 
of meters was based in the belief that here was a certain 
cure for the whole parking situation. If meters were 
installed all would be treated alike, leaving no grounds 
for complaint. In the course of time there would be 
revenue for the town from parking. 

However, the strong negative petition has created a 
new situation; and it is, as we have remarked, a situa- 
tion provocative of interesting questions. 

One thing is quite clear: Council has abrogated its 
authority to legislate by majority rule. Councillor 
Fielding crystallised the situation into the following 

questionnaire: "Why put nine councillors here if thoy 

cannot make decisions?" And again: "Is council work- 
ing for the merchants or working for the citizens." 
Those were down-to-earth questions. Council made up 
its majority mind to install meters and then negatived 

its own decision. 

However, it cannot be conclusively asserted that the 
citizens want meters installed in the town. It was be- 
cause of the absence of such knowledge of the wishes 
of the citizens that we suggested taking a vote of the 
people. The question was answered in one way by Mr. 
Jack Bowser who asserted that meters were more a 
problem for the merchants rather than the citizens. 
One answer to that declaration is that if MO meters are 
to cost $14,000, it is most definitely a problem for the 
citizens, who will be called on to foot the bill. 

Supporters of meters will argue that the meters will 
pay for themselves over the course of the years. That 
is presuming meters would prove successful as a rev- 
enue producer, and on that there is no certainty. It 
is no more than presumption to assert that the use of 
meters will defray their capital cost. 

The root trouble appears to be irregular parking on 
Main street. If that trouble had been removed it 
amounts almost to a certainty that no question of in- 
stalling meters would ever have arisen. Police Chief 
r Dunham maintained that the present police service is 
altogether inadequate to enforce efficient patrols in 
regard to parking irregularities. 

The meter problem has now been handed on to the

There is no 
doubt that the mayor is thor- 
oughly convinced that parking 
meters would be a good thing for 
Aurora. He has given a lot of 
time to the subject, having con- 
tacted many municipalities, large 
and small. He has been consis- 
tent in support of what he be- 
lieves would be a good thing for 
the town. 

Councillor Fielding was also 
thoroughly consistent on meters. 
When Mrs. Fielding has made up 
her mind on a subject she does 
not deviate or mince matters. 
She has advocated parking met- 
ers from the start. Full marks 
must be given the mayor and 
Mrs. Fielding for knowing their 
own minds on this subject. The 
mayor charged that some mem- 
bers of council were ^wobbling" 
in the presence of opposition. 
It must be said that neither the 
mayor nor Mrs. Fielding was 
guilty of wobbling. 

When Mrs. Fielding attacked 
the deputy-reeve for alleged in- 
consistency in regard to meters 
she started something! There 
were some sharp exchanges be- 
tween them. Councillor Field- 
ing flamed up in a way reminis- 
cent of Lady Astor in the British 
House of Commons, when she 
frequently set the mother of 
parliaments agog with her fiery 
attacks. If Victor Jones is the 
Aurora Churchill, then Mrs. 

Fielding must be Aurora's Lady 
Astor. 

Whinner Watson Bowser 

Councillor Jones and polite 
chief Dunham had a sharp set- 
to. "Why aren't the parking 
regulations carried out on Yonge 
street?" demanded Victor. The 
chief rose to his feet with the 
swiftness of a man who has 
heard a pistol shot near his ear! 
"Why don't you give U s more 
police so that we can cope with 
the work?" retorted the chief. 
"I've been on the job without 
sleep for 24 hours." 

The chief put up a strong case 
for parking meters, and was 
ably supported by C. W. Stol- 
lery, who maintained, among 
other arguments, that meters 
"would prevent idle parking." 
Mr. Stollery also argued that 
meters would prove less costly 
than keeping a police patrol over 
parking regulations. 

.But Jim Wilson was up again 
asking questions, and before he 
could sit down Jack Bowser, 
with Whipper Watson energy, 
was back in the ring, defending 
meters.

A native of Klmira, he brought 
to council excellent business tes- 
timonials and fine tributes to his 
character, among which was an 
excellent reference from the ex- 
mayor of his native town, Mr. 
A. Brandt. Besides senior mat- 
riculation from a Business Col- 
lege, Mr. Moses was a member 
of tlie Klmira Chamber of Com- 
merce and of the Board of Trade. 
At present he has a rather 
hard row to hoe, hut we have 
every confidence that Ken Moses 
will do well at the job of handl- 
ing his new responsibilities, and 



new job is a certainty. And she 
will bring a sunny atmosphere 
into the municipal offices, which 
will be very welcome to the pub- 
lic. We wish Mrs. Helen Dick- 
son the very l>est. 

For the sake of the record it 
should be pointed out that the 

appointment of Mrs. Dickson 

was moved by Deputy-reeve 
Murray and seconded by Coun- 
cillor Corbctt. But when the 
motion was written out Council- 
lor Davies' name was given as 
seconder. The Deputy-reeve of- 
fered to correct the error, but

Procedure Corrected 

We suggested in an article that 
council could save much time by 
having correspondence read by 
the clerk o n I y> instead of the 
former practice of a second read- 
ing by the mayor. Councillor 
Corbelt got a motion through at 
the July 3 meeting that corres- 
pondence be read once only. 

That was all to the good. But 
it didn't help matters in dealing 
with each letter singly, after a 
reading by the clerk. The better 
course wotdd be, as is the gen- 
eral practice with other councils, 
to have all the correspondence 
read at once and then placed be- 
fore the mayor. As each letter 
is brought up by the mayor the 
substance of it could be referred 
to by him. If all the contents 
had been forgotten by members 

of council it could be read over 
again. 

If this usual procedure were 
followed, much council time 
could be saved. 
In Retrospect 

In the discussion over the 
meters Mr. Jack Bowser claimed 
that the merchants should have 
a preference over the citizens. 
What Mr. Bowser meant was 
that the merchants have to live 
and do business on the Main 
street, and that they should 
know best about the matter of 
parking. 

That opinion was challenged 
by Councillor Davies, who crys- 
tallized his views into the sug- 
gestion that a vote of the people 
should be taken, since in his 
opinion what the citizens 
thought on the matter was just 
as important as that of the mer- 
chants. 

Councillor Gundy argued that 
if citizens would cease clutter- 
ing up the Main street with their 
cars*, there would he that much 
more space left for visitors, and 
especially shoppers from outside 
the town. 

It was claimed that 15 merch- 
ants on Main street were in favor 
of meters, and eight against. 

It was also staled that 140 
meters would cost the town $14,-
